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Introduction 


The purpose of this bibliography is to make available to 
English speaking scholars, historians, and librarians a ref- 
erence list of all, or nearly all, translations of peninsular 
Spanish literature and history into English from the year 
1484, in which William Caxton translated and printed 
Ramon Lulls The Book of the Ordre of Chyualry, up to 
1943. 

There are a number of partial and selective bibliographies 
in this field; the longest of which has 517 entries. The 
present work includes 2,682 items. 

The list is arranged alphabetically by author. The indi- 
dividual works of each author are entered chronologically 
according to the date of publication. An exception was made 
in the case of Cervantes whose 192 main entries and 563 
editions required special treatment. All unidentified transla- 
tions and all abridgments, selections, and adaptations of 
Don Quijote are listed in two groups respectively after all 
identified translations. The Novelas ejemplares are divided 
in collections and individual novels. Cervantes’s spurious 
works are the last entries under his name. 

Amadts de Gaula, Lazarillo de Tormes, and Pahnerin de 
Inglaterra are indexed under “anonymous,” and all their 
continuations and sequels are grouped with them. An entry 
is also made under the author s name when known. The 
romances are listed under the first word of their first line. 
Publications containing two or more entries, whether by the 
same author or not, have their main entry under the editor 
or translator. Their contents are entered individually under 
the author with a reference to the number of the main entry. 
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TheJHf»EmatioB*gi,vcn with each item is: author, his dates, 
title ot original work, title of translation, translator, pub- 
lish^^ place of publication, date of first edition, and dates 
of subsequent editions. If no date is given, the author is 
contemporary. 

The following marks of punctuation are used: parentheses 
around the English title; period after the translator and also 
after the Spanish title when the title of the translation is not 
known; comma after publisher, colon after place of publica- 
tion; and semicolon after the date when there is more than 
one edition. One dash indicates the same title as the pre- 
ceding. Two dashes indicate the same original title and also 
the same title of the translation. In the English titles accents 
have been omitted. The information given with each edition 
applies only to that edition unless otherwise stated. New 
titles of the same translations are also given. 

Titles of periodicals are printed in italics and their place 
of publications is given only when the periodical is not well 
known. The last subdivision of the book is an index of 
translators.
